REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
OF RICHMOND, N. H., 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1897. 


In compliance with the law the School Board of the 
town of Richmond presents to its citizens the eleventh 
annual report of the schools under the town system. 
Five schools have been maintained the past year, with 
24 weeks in each. Eight different teachers have been 
employed. The summer schools were not as successful , 
as desired. ‘The fall schools were more satisfactory. 
No. 6 school, which has not been of a high order in 
the past, showed at the close of the fall term a great 
change in order and instruction. The teacher of this 
school had previously taught nine terms in other 
schools in town, and was ever found to be equal to the 
position in discipline and instruction. No teacher can 
ever make a success unless they have a natural tact for 
the work. One may be well qualified so far as the 
knowledge of books is concerned, but fail in other ca- 
pacities. She must sustain a good moral character as 
an example before her pupils, sowing the good seed, 
hoping foran abundant harvest of all things that make 
the good man and woman. But first of all, the parent 
must perform the task of directing the child onward in 
obedience, pointing them the way to true manhood 
and womanhood. What is more pleasing to the sight 
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than to see a child obedient and striving to imitate the 
wholesome rules set before them? We say such a 
child is on the road to prosperity. Many are the 
temptations laid in the paths of the children and youth 
at the present time, and a strong mind is required to 
overcome the obstacles in their way. But parents, be 
ever faithful in the discharge of your duty, that these 
little ones may reach their majority and enter upon 
the voyage of life in a safe, sure vessel, ever honoring 
and blessing you. 

We are glad to notice a reform in tardiness, there 
being about one-half as much as last year. . 

Whole number of pupils enrolled, 77. 

Average number belonging, 65. 

Average daily attendance, 60. 

Visits by School Board, 64. 

Visits by others, 281. 

We have allowed our teachers one day in each term 
to visit other schools, where they may gain benefit 
therefrom. This day is for that purpose, and that 
only. Itis not a holiday for going somewhere. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

No. 6 school house was reported last year to be in a 
5ad condition inside. It has since been thoroughly 
repaired. The old plastering was removed and replaced 
by sheathing, which we think is an improvement; also 
a new floor, making the room pleasant and inviting. 
We thank Mr. Frank Amidon for his generous contri- 
bution of teu dollars toward the laying of the floor. 
Our school houses are now in fair condition, yet other 
repairs are needed to make them more comfortable, 
such as filling in around the underpinning and repair- 
ing the outbuildings.
